Why have the British public taken a different 
view of their national obligations towards external 


war debts from that adopted by other allies? In 
giving the answer I .do not wish to dwell on the 
obvious ethical considerations which you must weigh 
whenever you consider whether you will ciggy out 
an engagement which you have entered into with 
another who has already performed hia part of the 
engagement on the strength of your promise. 

These ought to be conclusive, but to urge them 
might be deemed an unworthy reflection on tho honor 
of those who take a different view of their national 
duty. 

I have no desire to offer censure or criticism upon 
their decision.

Takes Part in Debate in the 
Coqimons 

Ottawa. Feb. I.—Robert Fork*. 
Leader of the Progressive Party, who 
spoke yesterday afternoon in th* 
Commons In the debate on the ad¬ 
dress In reply to the Speech from 
Um Throne, was optimistic. C a n ada, 
he said. oc<mpied a very happy posi¬ 
tion irt wofld affairs. Th© country 
had not yet surmounted its difficul¬ 
ties. Times had been bad. but he be¬ 
lieved they were soon going to'.im¬ 
prove. Thera had been a good crop 
last year and the country- was as goo<l 
as ever. 

Mr. Forke regretted the Speech 
from the Throne had not mentioned 
that Important matter—tariff reduc¬ 
tion. Th© Government last year had 
turned its face in the right direction. 
He hoped it was still there and that, 
with a little encouragement, the Gov¬ 
ernment might take another ktep for¬ 
ward. The members of his party 
were not going to give up their fight 
for reduction of duties, not only on 
ploughs and farm machinery, but also 
on all the necessaries of life. 

Treatise. 

He had noted that the Ministry 
had been negotiating trade treaties 
He found It difficult sometimes to 
understand why so much time was 
spent in creating openings for trade 
when, as h rule, the policy bad been 
to erect barriers. If these barriers 
were removed trade would flow

Immigration. 

Immigration should be encouraged, 
said Mr. Forks, but It should be seen 
to that there was a job awaiting 
every immigrant. Young agricultural 
laborers in the British Isle* wera 
available, and efforts should be made 
to bring them to Canada. There was 
work in th© West for every such 
man when he arrived. 

The Progressive Leader said the 
Rank Act should be studied from 
the point of view of the people, 
rather than that of the bankers 
World League. 

Mr Forke believed Canada should 
stand by the League of Nations. 

He declared there must be no tam¬ 
pering with the Civil Service Act 
and a return to the old patronage 
system was unthinkable. 

National expenditure should he ad¬ 
justed to the amount of money which 
could he raised by taxation without 
oppression, he said. 

He said the Increase in the national 
debt wan to be deplored and he urged 
the Government to formula tv's plan 
whereby tips debt might be reduced. 

Railways. 

Vlr. Fork© congratulated the Gov¬ 
ernment on the co-ordination of the 
railways. 8lr Henry Thornton had 
made a very good impression. All 
were anxious to see the Canadian 
National Railways and the new presi¬ 
dent get a good start. 

The Speech from the Throne had 
naid there was lea* unemployment 
in Canada. Perhaps that waa too 
optimistic, said Mr. Forke. The, 
country had not surmounted its dif¬ 
ficulties. The trek towards the cities 
was still In force. The great prob¬ 
lem before Canada waa to make the 
countryside a good place to live In. 
Better remuneration and better con¬ 
ditions In the cities were drawing the 
best of the young people Cityward.

One of those differences to which 
Mr. Morphy object* i* that covered 
by Bee tion 40 of the Winnipeg Act. 
Mr. Morphy states Section 40 is as 
follows: 

”No by-law of the Corporation for 
the raising of money by the Issue <*f 
debenture* or stock shall be valid or 
acted upon until approval by by-law 
of the Corporation of the City of 
Winnipeg be first submitted to the 
ratepayer* of the City of Winnipeg, 
in accordance with the provisions of 
the City Charter respecting the sub¬ 
mission of by-laws for the raising of 
money.** - -—*— - _ — 

In the foregoing Mr. Morphy fails 
to fully quote Clause 40 of the Win¬ 
nipeg Act. This clause continues as 
follows: # 

“By-law* for the borrowing of 
money required for extension or ad¬ 
ditions to the works or plant of the 
Corporation need not be so tub- 
mi tied. *t 

Owing, therefore, to the fact that 
the initial development of sources of 
supply has already been made ln our 
case, the suggestion under the Vic¬ 
toria Act is exactly the same as,un¬ 
der the Winnipeg Act; namely, that 
tho Corporation has power to borrow 
money' for additional requirements 
without reference to ths ratepayers. 

Elimination Winnipeg's Direct 
Land Tax. 

Mr. Morphy also says that in the 
Winnipeg Act a certain proportion of 
the expenditure of the corporation 
shall be financed by a direct levy up¬ 
on the land and that there Is no such 
provision In the Victoria Act. This 
is partly right, as the Greater Vic¬ 
toria Committee were practically 
unanimous In feeling that throughout 
the Greater Victoria area "rite rev¬ 
enue from the sale of water should 
be made sufficient to fully financf the 
corporation. Though, to cover all 
possible eventualities, provisions are 
made In the Vietoria Act where, a* a 
last resource, a levy may be made 
upon tho land values of properties 
fronting upon the cor|>oratlon's pipes. 
The Victoria Act is better than the • 
Winnipeg Act in the foregdlng r»'*- j 
pact, and, as reported recently In the 
press, efforts are now being made to 
have the Winnipeg Act amended In 
this one particular.

~ Board of Commissioners. 

Dealing with a letter from W. 8. 
Drewry. some of the points touched 
upon are similar to those raised by 
Mr. Morphy. In reference to possible 
salaries. It is true, and it ia the Inten* 
tion of the Act, that the Administra¬ 
tion Board shall have the power to fix 
swell remuneration for the Board of 
Commissioners os the Administration 
Board may see fit. In regard, how¬ 
ever. to the Administration Board It¬ 
self. it is not the intention that sal¬ 
aries should he paid to any of Its 
members. This Board would simply 
be a Committee of the various Muni¬ 
cipal Councils (with the addition of 
two Individuals from th© unorganised 
nreos). The committee proceeding 
would be the same as that of numer¬ 
ous now-existing similar council and 
inter-municipal committees. and 
would be performed by the various 
council members as a port of the 
regular routine. 

Contracts With Corporation. 

Mr. Drewry objects to Section T3 
of the Victoria Act. -This section, 
however, is almost Identical with 
Section 94 of the Winnipeg Act. The 
following Is the clause In full. In or¬ 
der that the reader may come to hi* 
own conclusions: 

"No member of tho Administration 
Hoard or Commissioner Khali bo In¬ 
terested. either in hie own name, or 
in the name of any other person. In 
any contract entered Into or work 
done for the Corporation, a ltd shall 
not derive any profit or emolument 
whatsoever front the funds of the 
Corporation, except as aforesaid. 
This shall not prevent a Joint stock 
company In which a member of the 
Board or Commissioner holds shares 
from contracting with the Corpora¬ 
tion.'*

Then 
there is the E. A N. Ry. staff, also 
part of the C. P. R. The Empress 
Hotel and the laundry employ* now 
186 people and during the busy sea¬ 
son the number of the staff la 264. 

Many of-the large hotels on the 
continent, which are not "paying" 
during the Winter season, ere closed' 
up and ho Could the Empress .Hotel 
bo If the Company so desired—and 
so It would he If owned by private 
parlies. What » sorry ad. for Vic- 
■ torlu It 'would be! 

The C. P. R. evidently Intends to 
keep the establishments going at at 
present and is willing to pay a flat 
rate for water and tuxes amounting 
to $16,900 per year for the next two 
years and hris promised to consider
